This is indeed a very fad Truth. AniF 
though there is a way to redreſs this Griz-| 
vance, yet ir is too big for our preſen: 
Thoughts. And therefore, 

Secondly, It muſt further be acknowledped, 
That ſome Churchmen who have competent 1 
Preferments, do not yet make over-plentiful 
Proviſion for their Wives and Children. And Þ 
the cauſe ſeems to be this :

ey for their Lives : The Effects of which bs | 
ing uſually expended in a Chargeable Edu- 
cation, when the neceſlicy of their Afﬀeain Þ 
doth incline them to Marry, they cannot Þ 
expect conſiderable Portions with their Wie, F 
becauſe for want of real Eſtates, they are na Þ 
in a Capacity to ſettle Foyntures upon them. Þ 
Hence it too often comes to paſs ; That 2 Þ 
free and generous Way of living, a ſcanted 
Portion, and a fruitful Wife ( who brings 2 

p Charge 
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Charge without a Competency to maintain 
ie) do ſo entangle his Aﬀairs, that our ho- 
neſt Churchmean 1s not only difturbed in his 
Thoughts, diverted from his Studies with per- 
plexing Cares, bur alſo is ſo clogged with: 
the Neceſlities of a Family and other Ex- 
pectations, that his Widow 1s many times 
lefe in a very mean, if not indigent Condi- 
tion. 

If therefore ſuch an Expedient can be 
found, whereby Clergymen may, upon eaſy 
Terms, ſettle competent Foyntures upon their 
Wroes ; if, for inſtance, they may be enabled 
w ſecure them Thirty per Cent. to be yearly 
paid during their Natural Lives 5 This wou!T 
not only take off the Reproach of Stec;..- 
bouſe Joyntures, but would alfo enconrage 
that Hoſpitality which is an Ornament to their 
Profeflion. They may then be obliging to- 
their Pariſhioners, Charitable to the Poor, 
and may live without Diſtraction. And 


FF though their Death ſhould be ſudden and- 


unexpected, yet their Wives are competent- 
ly provided for. The very Thoughts of 
which will compoſe their Spirits, raiſe their 
Parts, and make the whole Courle of their 
Lives comfortable and eaſy to them. 

And not only Churchmen, but alſo all other 
Orders of Men may receive the Benefit of 


this Propoſal.

Practice, nor a Lewyer Plead in the other 
57d. I have therefore ſometimes won- 
+-rd, why the Clergy ſhould be upbraided 
with 53:cep/e-benuſe Joyntures : Since the Wives 
of other Profeflions, are in this reſpec as 
liable to be expoſed as the Clergy. 

For as the Clergy ( who are of a Gene- 
rous Diſpotition ) do too often Live above 
their preſent Preferments ; ſo Phyſicians and 
Lawyers do ſometimes yearly expend to the 
utmoſt of their Practice. In ſuch Caſes 
{ which roo often happen) it mult needs 
be acknowl:dgz'd a great Advantage to ſuch 
Perſons, to have 30, or 62, or gol. per Am. 
Settled upon their Wives, by way of Joyn- 
cure or Rent-charge, in caſe they ſurvive 
them. 

Nor is this Propoſal leſs uſeful to Traer:, 
than to Men of Profellions. :

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For though Trade is a Gainful, yet ir is 
an hazardous and uncertain way of Living; 


Wherein the moſt Sober , Sagacious, and, 


Induſtrious Perſon may without his own 
fault, be ſunk and ruined by the miſcar- 
riage of others. 

The Falfenefs of a Partner, or Treachery 
of a Correſpondent, with many other Acci- 
dents, may blaſt him in a moment. 

And though he may make ſome tolerable 
Shift to Trade on ( as we phraſe it) and 
may keep his Shop open, even during his 
Life ; yer ſince he lives only by his Credit, 
it hence unavoidably follows at his Death , 
that his Wife (who was ignorant of his In- 
trigues) inſtead of her Thirds ( the only 
Joynture ſertled for a 1000, or 15007.)
